s.0.2386(E).-Whereas the Central Government, after consultation with the National Bank 
for Agriculture and Rural Development (NABARD), Government of Madhya Pradesh and 
the Central Bank of India, State Bank of India and UCO Bank being the Sponsor Banks of 
Satpura Narmada Kshetriya Gramin Bank. Vidisha Bhopal Kshetriya Gramin Bank arid 
Mahakaushal Kshetriya Gramin Bank, is of the opinion that it is necessary in the public- 
interest and in the interest of the development of the area served by the aforesaid 
Regional Rural Banks and also in the interest of the said Regional Rural Banks 
themselves, that the said Regional Rural Banks should be amalgamated into a single 
Regional Rural Bank; 

Now, therefore, in exercise bf the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
23A of the Regional Rural Banks Act, 1976 (21 of 1976) (hereinafter referred to as “the 
Act”), the Central Government hereby provides for the amalgamation of the said Regional 
Rural Banks into a single Regional Rural Bank which shall come into effect on and from 
the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette ( hereinafter referred to as 
the “effective date of amalgamation") with such constitution, property, powers, rights, 
interests, authorities and privileges; and with such liabilities, duties and obligations as 
specified hereunder:- 

1. Satpura Narmada Kshetriya Gramin Bank, Vidisha Bhopal Kshetriya Gramin Bank and 
Mahakaushal Kshetriya Gramin Bank (hereinafter referred to as “the transferor Regional 
Rural Banks”) sponsored by the Central Bank of India, State Bank of India and UCO 
Bank in the State of Madhya Pradesh are hereby amalgamated into a single Regional 
Rural Bank which shall be called as Central Madhya Pradesh Gramin Bank (hereinafter 
referred to as “the transferee Regional Rural Bank") with its head office at Chhindwara 
under the sponsorship of Central Bank of India. 

2. Further, the Central Government, after consultation with National Bank for Agriculture 
and Rural Development and the Central Bank of India being the sponsor bank of 
transferee Regional Rural Banks and in exercise of powers conferred by proviso of 
Section 5 of the Act, increases the authorized capital of the transferee Regional Rural 
Bank to Rupees nine crore divided into nine hundred lakh number of fully paid shares of 
rupees one hundred each. The subscribed share capital of the transferee Regional Rural 
Bank shall be equal to the subscribed share capital of transferor Regional Rural Banks 
and, therefore, the entire subscribed share capita! of the transferor Regional Rural Banks 
shall be deemed to have been transferred to and shall be deemed as subscribed share 
capital of the transferee Regional Rural Bank.

4. From the effective date of amalgamation, the transferor Regional Rural Banks viz - 
Satpura Narmada Kshetriya Gramin Bank, Vidisha Bhopal Kshetriya Gramin Bank and 
Mahakaushal Kshetriya Gramin Bank shall cease to carry on the business including that of 
making any payment to any depositors or discharge any liability or obligation to the 
creditors except to the extent as rnay be necessary for implementation of the provisions 
of the amalgamation as per this notification, 

5. From the effective date of amalgamation, the undertakings of the transferor 

Regional Rural Banks shall be transferred to and shall vest in the transferee Regional 
Rural Bank; 


(a) The undertakings of the transferor Regional Rural Banks shall include all assets, 
rights, powers, authorities and privileges and all property movable and immovable, 
cash balance, reserve funds, investments and all other rights and Interest in or arising 
out of such property, as are immediately before the commencement of this notification, 
in the ownership, possession, power or control of the transferor Regional Rural Banks 
whether within or outside India and all books of accounts, registers, records and all 
other documents of whatever nature relating thereto and shall also be deemed to 
include all borrowings, liabilities and obligations of whatever kind then subsisting of the 
transferor Regional Rural Banks; 


(b) All contracts, deeds, bonds, agreements, guarantees, powers of attorney, grants of 
legal representation and other instruments of whatsoever nature subsisting or having 
effect immediately before the commencement of this notification and to which the 
transferor Regional Rural Banks are a party or which are in favour of the transferor 
Regional Rural Banks shall be in full force and effect against or in favour of the 
transferee Regional Rural Bank and may be enforced or acted upon as fully and 
effectively as if in the place of the transferor Regional Rural Banks, the transferee 
Regional Rural Bank has been a party thereto or as if they had been issued in favour 
of the transferee Regional Rural Bank; 

(c) If, on the effective date of amalgamation, any suit, appeal or other proceedings of 
whatsoever nature in relation to any business of the transferor Regional Rural Banks 
are pending by, or against to, the transferor Regional Rural Banks, the same shall not 
abate, be discontinued or be, in any way, prejudicially affected by reason of the 
transfer of the undertaking of the transferor Regional Rural Banks or of anything 
contained in this notification but the suit, appeal or other proceedings may be
